Two years ago, Rev. Trueblood 
motored east and came in contact 
with persons wanting rides. Out 
of the experience with this class of 
people, the question of other hitch- 
hikers appeared in his mind. 

Prominent persons in general 
are frequently hitch-hikers of one 
kind or another, he said, and plac- 
ed the responsibility of political 
corruption and lawlessness largely 
on the shoulders of respectable 
persons, who have failed to as- 
gume their duties. 

There are persons, he said, who 
will not cooperate in the support 
of civic and welfare institutions, | 
who will not take the trouble to 
vote at elections, and who will not 
affiliate with or be active in a 
«church. 

“These peopie,” the speaker de- 
clared, “are hitch-hikers, trying to 
ghare in the penefits and advant- 
ages of a community, but unwill- 
ing to do their part in the advance- 
ment of that community.”
